Cartoon Fury a ‘Global Crisis’ 


Danish PM calls for calm as Muslim outrage turns deadly 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | International peace- 
keepers clashed Tuesday with Afghans pro- 
testing in a remote northern city against cari- 
catures of the Prophet Muhammad, leaving 
three demonstrators dead and forcing NATO 
to send in more troops. 

Senior Afghan officials said al Qaeda 
and the Taliban could be exploiting anger 
over the cartoons to incite violence, which 
spread to at least six cities in a second day 
of bloody unrest in Afghanistan. 

Demonstrations rumbled on around the 


Muslim world and the political repercussions 
deepened, with Iran suspending all trade and 
economic ties with Denmark, where the draw- 
ings were first published in September. 

Danish Prime Minister Fogh Rasmussen 
called the protests a “global crisis” and 
appealed for calm. “Now it has become an 
international political matter,” he said. “I 
urge calm and steadiness.” 

In a new turn, a prominent Iranian news- 
paper, Hamshahri, invited artists to enter a 
Holocaust cartoon competition, saying it want- 



ed to see if the freedom of 
expression used to justify 
the cartoons also applied 
to Holocaust images. 

The drawings have 
touched a raw nerve. 
Islam is interpreted to 
forbid any illustrations of 
the Prophet Muhammad 
for fear they could lead to idolatry. Media 
outlets say they have reprinted them some- 
times to illustrate stories about the contro- 
versy but also, in some cases, to support the 
principle of free speech, (ap)

Four presidents among 
mourners honoring 
life of civil rights icon 

LITHONIA, GA. I Ten thousand 
mourners — including four U.S. 
presidents, numerous members 
of Congress and many gray-haired 
veterans of the civil rights move- 
ment — said goodbye to Coretta 
Scott King on Tuesday, with 
President Bush saluting her as “a 
woman who worked to make our 
nation whole.” 

An immense crowd filled the 
New Birth Missionary Baptist 
Church, where more than three 
dozen speakers at the funeral took 
turns remembering the widow of 
the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr., 
who worked to realize her husband’s 
dream of equality for nearly 40 
years after his assassination. 


She died Jan. 30 at age 78 after 
battling ovarian cancer and the 
effects of a stroke. 

The president ordered flags 
flown at half-staff across the 


country. 

The funeral at times turned 
political, with some speakers 
decrying the war in Iraq, the Bush 
administration’s eavesdropping 


program, and the sluggish response 
to Hurricane Katrina in mostly 
black New Orleans. 

The Rev. Joseph Lowery drew a 
roaring standing ovation when he 
said: “For war, billions more, but no 
more for the poor” — a takeoff on 
a line from a Stevie Wonder song. 
The comment drew head shakes 
from Bush and his father as they 
sat behind the pulpit. 

The lavish service stood in 
sharp contrast to the 1968 funer- 
al for King’s husband. President 
Lyndon B. Johnson did not 
attend those services, which 
were held in the much smaller 
and older Ebenezer Church in 
Atlanta, where King had preached.

Reserves, Guard 
Roles to Shrink 

WAS H I N GTO N I The National Guard 
and Reserves will play a much 
smaller role next year in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, dropping to less than 
one -fifth of overall U.S. forces 
there, the nation’s top military 
officer told senators Tuesday. 

In response to repeated ques- 
tions about the strain on reserve 
forces on the front lines, Gen. Peter 
Pace, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, told the Senate Armed 


Services Committee that Guard 
and Reserves will make up just 
19 percent of the forces deployed 
in Iraq and Afghanistan over the 
next year. 

They now 
make up about 
30 percent of 
U.S. forces in 
those countries. 
Pace said. The 
planned reduc- 
tion would lower 
the reserves’ proportion of total 
U.S. forces in Iraq and Afghanistan 
by about one third, (ap)

Calif. Wildfires Prompt Evacuations 


ANAHEIM, CALIF. | Helicopters and 
air tankers bombarded a wind- 
driven 3,500 -acre wildfire with 
water and flame-retardant 
Tuesday as firefighters struggled 
to protect some 2,100 evacuated 
homes. 

The blaze, which began Monday 
in the forest east of the cities of 
Anaheim and Orange, was only 
7 percent contained, said Dennis 
Shell, a spokesman for the Orange 
County Fire Authority.

4 More Ala. Churches Burn 


New blazes eome days 
after string of suspected 
arsons in rural areas 

BOLIGEE, ALA. I Fires damaged or 
destroyed four more Baptist churches 
across rural Alabama Tuesday, less 
than a week after a string of five 
blazes that were ruled arson. 

Tuesday’s fires took place at 


churches off rural roads, about 10 
to 20 miles apart. They were in a 
cluster of three counties, about 60 
miles from the Bibb County area 
where the five other churches were 
burned early Friday. 

“Obviously we’re going to investi- 
gate these as suspected arsons,” said 
state insurance spokesperson Ragan 
Ingram. He said investigators were 
pursuing several leads in last week’s 


fires, but “the leads haven’t led us to 
a specific suspect or a motive.” 

The FBI said it is looking into 
whether the Bibb County fires were 
civil rights violations under laws cov- 
ering attacks on religious property. 
State and federal rewards totaling 
$10,000 have been offered. 

The nine churches that burned 
included both white and black con- 
gregations.

Low-Fat Diet Is Not a 
Cure-All, Study Shows 


Older women failed to 
lower disease risks by 
eating more healthily 

C H I GAG 0 I Eating less fat late in life 
failed to lower the risk of cancer and 
heart disease among older women, 
sad news for those who expected 
more benefits from a healthy diet. 

Even so, scientists say the results 
from the government study of 48,835 
women don’t mean dieters should 
just give up and eat cake. 

Researchers suggested that 
the women in the long-running 
study — with an average age of 62 
— may have started their healthy 
eating too late. 

They also didn’t reduce fats 
as much as the diet demanded, 
and most remained overweight. 


a major risk factor for cancer and 
heart problems. 

“These results do not suggest 
that people have carte blanche 
to eat fatty foods without health 
problems,” said Dr. JoAnn Manson, 
chief of preventive medicine at 
Harvard’s Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital, and the a co-author of 
the study. 

The eight-year study showed no 
difference in the rate of breast can- 
cer, colon cancer and heart disease 
among those who ate lower-fat diets 
and those who didn’t. 

But the scientists declined to call 
the $415 million venture a failure, 
pointing to signs of less breast cancer 
in women who cut out the most fat, 
and in less heart disease in women 
who ate low amounts of the worst 
kinds of fats, lindsey tanner (ap)

CAIRO, EGYPT 

Government: Hours Passed 
Before It Was Told of Ferry 

Egypt’s presidential spokesman said 
Tuesday the owners of the Red Sea 
ferry that sank last week, drowning 
about 1,000 people, did not inform 
the government of the disaster for 
nearly six hours. Suleiman Awad 
emerged from a Cabinet session to 
say the government first heard from 
owner A1 Salam Maritime Transport 
Co. that the ship was in danger at 7 
a.m. Friday. By most accounts, the 
vessel sank no later than 2 a.m., five

The attack in 
Kandahar was the latest in a series of 
bombings that has raised new wor- 
ries about the nascent democracy’s 
future. The blasts may also signal

After scattered delays, 
people vote ‘massively 
for nation s next leader 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I Scuffles 
broke out and polling stations 
opened hours late Tuesday as mass- 
es of Haitians waited — sometimes 
in mile -long lines — to vote under 
the protection of U.N. peacekeep- 
ers crouching behind machine guns 
and patrolling alongside armored 
vehicles. 

Outside the gang- controlled 
Cite Soleil slum, frustrated voters 
pounded on empty ballot boxes and 
chanted, “It’s time for Cite Soleil to 
vote!” 

Rene Preval, a 63-year-old 
former president backed by many 
poor Haitians, is the front-runner, 
according to pre-election polls. In 
an interview, he said “people are 
investing everything in this elec- 
tion.” 

Turnout for the vote — called a 
key step toward steering this blood- 
ied, impoverished nation away from 
collapse — all but overwhelmed 
electoral officials. At dawn, when 
the 800 polling stations were sup- 
posed to open, it became apparent 
the day would not go smoothly. In 
the upscale Petionville suburb of 
the capital, members of a crowd 
of thousands of voters stormed a 


voting station. 

“The people have voted massive- 
ly,” Juan Gabriel Valdes, a U.N. spe- 
cial envoy, said after election offi- 
cials extended the voting period by 
several hours. 

Government officials sought to 
maintain calm, assuring Haitians 
that everyone would have a chance 
to vote. By mid-afternoon, the pro- 


cess appeared more orderly. 

Election authorities said the 
problems were largely limited to 
Port-au-Prince. By early after- 
noon, all polls across this country 
of 8.3 million were open, said U.N. 
spokesman David Wimhurst. 


The stakes are huge — more than 
simply who will lead the country or 
occupy seats in parliament. Haiti, 
which has seen only one president 
complete his term in office, could 
implode if the elections go wrong, 
experts say.

The municipal elections were 
intended by the Nepal’s absolute 
king to quell the long-running 
power struggle among the monar- 
chy, political parties and Maoist 
rebels. Because of rebel threats, 
opposition boycott and government 
intimidation, candidates have reg- 
istered in less than half of the races 
for local officials, (ap)

A ‘Lost Worid’ in Indonesia 


Treasure trove of 
wildlife found in area 
untouched by humans 

JAKARTA, INDONESIA I Soon aftersci- 
entists landed by helicopter in the 
mist-shrouded mountains of one of 
Indonesia’s most remote provinces, 
they stumbled on a primitive egg- 
laying mammal that simply allowed 
itself to be picked up and brought 
to their field camp. 

Describing a “Lost World” 
— apparently never visited by 
humans — members of the team 


said Tuesday they also saw large 
mammals that have been hunted 
to near- extinction elsewhere and 
discovered dozens of exotic new 
species of frogs, butterflies and 
palms. 

“We’ve only scratched the sur- 
face,” said Bruce Beehler, a co -lead- 
er of the monthlong trip to the Foja 
Mountains, an area in the eastern 
province of Papua with roughly 
2 million acres of pristine tropi- 
cal forest. 

Two headmen from the Kwerba 
and Papasena tribes, the custom- 
ary landowners of the mountain 


range, accompanied the expedi- 
tion, and “they were as astounded 
as we were at how isolated it was,” 
Beehler said. 

Minutes after the small team 
of American, Indonesian and 
Australian scientists were dropped 
into a boggy lake bed and set up 
camp, they said they encountered 
a new species of bird — a red-faced 
and wattled honeyeater. 

Among their most memorable 
experiences were their encoun- 
ters with the long-beaked echid- 
na, members of the primitive egg- 
laying group of mammals called the

Monotremes, which twice allowed 
themselves to be picked up and 
brought to camp for observation. 

Beehler attributed the lack of 
fear displayed by the long- snout- 
ed spine- covered echidnas to the 
fact that they probably had never 
come into contact with humans.

Va. governor will try 
to sell transportation 
plan directly to voters 

RICHMOND, VA. I The day after a 
House of Delegates committee 
gutted his transportation fund- 
ing package, Gov. Timothy M. 
Kaine said he will take his case to 
the people in a series of five town 
hall- style meetings. 

Kaine has proposed a combina- 
tion of land-use reforms and tax 
increases that would raise about 
$1 billion a year for transporta- 
tion projects. The Senate has its 
own plan in the same price range. 
The House has not yet proposed a 
funding package. 

“By next Monday, I think most 
of the pieces will be on the table,” 
Kaine told reporters Tuesday after 
speaking at a rally attended by 
about 200 slow-growth advocates 
who support his proposals to give 
localities more control over traffic- 
worsening sprawl. 


The first stop will be Monday in 
Norfolk. The tour will reprise the 
series of 11 regional meetings Kaine 
held after his election in November 
to hear citizens’ suggestions for solv- 
ing the state’s traffic problems. 

Kaine said he was not surprised 


by the House Finance Committee’s 
rejection of his bills to raise taxes 
on automobile sales and insurance 
premiums. The House is controlled 
by conservative Republicans who 
generally oppose higher taxes.

GM Trims Dividends, Pay 


Exec salaries, retiree 
health benefits cut 
in restructuring plan 

DETROIT I General Motors Corp., 
under shareholder pressure to 
return to profitability, announced 
Tuesday that it is cutting in half its 
yearly dividend to $1 a share and 
reducing the salaries of its chairman 
and senior leadership team. 

The cut in its dividend will 
reduce GM’s yearly cash payout by 
about $565 million. The automaker 
also plans to cut health benefits for 
salaried retirees and evaluate ways 
to restructure its pension plan for 
salaried U.S. workers, reducing costs 
to balance out billions of dollars of

losses in its North American auto- 
making operations. 

“These are difficult decisions 
that involve sacrifices by our 
employees, stockholders, retirees 
and the senior leadership team,” 


GM Chairman and CEO Rick

As part of the changes. Wagoner 
will take a 50 percent pay cut. Vice 
Chairmen John Devine, Bob Lutz 
and Fritz Henderson will see their 
salaries reduced by 30 percent. 

GM said it would cap its health 
care contributions for salaried 
retirees at 2006 levels. The change, 
which affects retirees hired before 
1993, surviving spouses and eligi- 
ble dependents, will reduce GM’s 
annual health care expense by 
almost $900 million before taxes, 
the company said. 

The automaker also said it was 
evaluating ways to restructure its 
pension plan for salaried workers.

His actress wife, Janet Jones, 
was among those implicated, two 
law enforcement officials told The 
Associated Press, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity.

When NBC goes to 
Turin, other stations 
will scramble for eyes 

RATINGS I One of the most excit- 
ing television battles during the 
next few weeks may be between 
Paula Abdul and Michelle Kwan, 
or another darling of the Winter 
Olympics. 

The Olympics, which open 
Friday from Turin, Italy on NBC, 
is a TV event that traditionally 
flattens opponents for the net- 
work that spent millions of dol- 
lars for the right to broadcast it. 
Other networks can either try to 
attract viewers not interested in ice 
dancing or give way and essentially 
close up shop. 

But judging by its startling 
staying power, “American Idol” 
may steal the spotlight from the 
skiers and skaters. 

“I think American Idol’ wins, 
except during the finals of the figure 
skating, if the U.S. is doing well or 
if there’s some major scandal,” said 
Steve Sternberg, an analyst for the 
ad buying firm Magna Global. 

The Olympics are still going to 
be a major TV event, but Sternberg 
predicts its ratings will be between 
15 to 20 percent below the 2002 
Olympics in Salt Lake City. Rather 
than cannibalize each other’s audi-

ences, the Olympics and “Idol” are 
going to bring more people to tele- 
vision, or take viewers away from 
cable stations. 

That’s partly what Fox was 
thinking in deciding to stick pri- 
marily with its regular schedule. 
It will air only a handful of reruns 
and specials, including four straight 
episodes of the soon-to-be-can- 
celed “Arrested Development” on 
Feb. 10. 

“The overwhelming num- 
ber of people who are watching 
the Olympics don’t watch Fox,” 
Beckman said. “For us to run away 
from it is goofy.”

affected by the Olympics is CBS, 
which will avoid showing fresh epi- 
sodes of most of its series while the 
games are on.

PAYDAY LOANS = COSTLY CASH 

Short on cash? Don't spend more $$ tomorrow to get 
cash today. 

Payday loans are one of the most expensive ways to borrow money For example, you 
write a check for $228, the amount you need plus the lender's fee. The lender gives 
you $200 cash. Then in two weeks you can either pay back the whole amount, or roll 
the loan over and pay even more fees later. Many consumers find that they can't pay 
off their loans in two weeks and end up paying large fees for multiple rollovers. 


This chart shows that if you borrow 
$200 from a payday lender and pay it 
off in two months, you end up paying 
back $140 on top of the $200 that you 
borrowed. If you make the same loan 
from a pawnbroker or through a credit 
card, you pay back only a small 
fraction of that amount. 

PAWNBROKERS 

Pawnbrokers lend money in exchange for collateral, such as a watch or 
jewelry. If you repay the loan, you will get back your property If you don't, 
pawnbrokers will keep your property and probably sell it. 

Under D.C. law, pawnbrokers: 

■ CANNOT charge more than 5 percent interest per month on the loan 
amount plus any storage fees 

■ MUST give a receipt describing your pawned items and stating the full 
amount you owe 

■ CANNOT sell your property until 6 months have passed, unless you agree 
to an earlier sale 

■ MUST notify you at least 30 days before selling your property 

BETTER IDEAS FOR "QUICK CASH" 

Short-Term Fixes — When You Need Cash Fast: 

■ Borrow from a credit union or bank 

■ Get an advance on your pay 

■ Borrow from family or friends 

■ Ask for more time to pay a bill. Find out if your creditor will charge a late 
fee or an additional finance charge or will increase your interest rate 

■ If you use a payday lender, pay back as much as you can after two weeks, 
even if it's not the entire amount 

Long-Term Fixes — Getting the Most Bang for Your Buck: 

■ If you need to borrow, get the lowest interest rate (APR) 

■ Make a budget. Look at where you can save money ($2 a day for coffee = 
$520 a year) 

■ Save even a small amount each month 

■ Get overdraft protection on your checking account

Olympian outfits get 
a technological edge 
from material makers 

When he hits Olympic slalom gates 
at about 50 mph, Erik Schlopy will 
have extra protection in his ski suit, 
courtesy of some bright orange, 
waffle-like padding that was first 
whipped up in a blender. 

The material, sewn into Spyder 
racing suits, is designed to be flex- 
ible yet stiffen on impact to protect 
fragile elbows and shins as skiers 


roar down icy slopes. 

“When you’re racing and when 
you’re training, you don’t really feel 
that much until after — when you’re 
looking at the bruises in the mir- 
ror,” Schlopy said. “I’d have to say 
the new pads are definitely mini- 
mizing the bruises and the blows 
that we get.” 

Companies are spending mil- 
lions on research and hiring engi- 
neers specializing in aerodynam- 
ics and other sciences in hopes of 
gaining a product edge. The payoff 
comes with publicity surrounding 
the Olympics, especially if the ath- 
lete is a medalist.

ter, we’re going to be seeing market- 
ing like you’ve never seen before,” 
said Marshal Cohen, chief analyst 
at NPD Group, a market research 
firm. “Anything that can help some- 


one get an edge or perform better, 
an athlete will go to the end of the 
earth to get it.” 

Some technology in apparel and 
equipment seems to boost perfor- 


mance, Cohen said, while other 
advancements perhaps give ath- 
letes a confidence boost. 

And the technology that’s test- 
ed is as broad and as wide as the 
imagination. 

Speedo, for example, mimicked a 
shark’s dermal denticles — essential- 
ly, skin with tiny teethlike features — 
by weaving ribbing and texture into 
first a swimsuit and then a triathlon 
outfit for the Summer Olympics. The 
material, called Fastskin FSII, has 
been added to outfits for Olympic 
bobsled and skeleton athletes this 
winter to reduce drag yet maintain 
movement. 

Each suit is adjusted to fit the 
specific athlete. 

“It also allows them greater free- 
dom of motion and greater flexibil- 
ity than the traditional sliding suits 
of the past,” said Stu Isaac, a mar- 
keting senior vice president with 
Speedo. Speedo suits will be worn 
by skeleton athletes from a hand- 
ful of countries. 

Part of the work in developing 
the Spyder suits involved testing by 
skiers to get the padding in just the 
right place. 

“It was incredibly difficult to get 
these suits to work right for world- 
class athletes,” Phil Shettig, the com- 
pany’s director of product develop- 
ment, said.

Want to get a lobster 
for only $2? Brush 
up your arcade skills 

You don’t have to be a fisherman to 
catch lobsters anymore. 

At a neighborhood store in 
Scarborough, Maine — and at res- 
taurants and bars in more than a 
dozen states — customers can plunk 
down $2 for a chance to catch their 
very own lobster using a mechanical 
claw in an arcade- style game. 

The apparatus is a new version 
of the old-style amusement game in 
which players put in a quarter or two 
in hopes of grabbing a stuffed ani- 
mal. But instead of plush toys, the 
Love Maine Lobster Claw game has a 
water-filled tank full of lobsters.

When a lobster is caught, the res- 
taurants cook it for free and serve 
it with side dishes. 

“He looks like a keeper,” said 
Frank Margel of Westbrook, eye- 
ing a mottled-green crustacean at 
Eight Corners Market before giv- 
ing the game a try. 

It’s easier said than done, how- 
ever. 

Unlike stationary stuffed ani- 


mals, the lobsters flap their tails, 
flail their claws and squirm this 
way and that, making them elu- 
sive prey. 


“Those lobsters are lively. They’re 
ready for competition,” Margel said 
a minute later — and $2 poorer — 
after the crustacean slipped away. 


Marine Ecological Habitats in 
Biddeford has been making the Love 
Maine Lobster game for just over a 
year, said Joe Zucchero, the com- 
pany president. A Florida company. 
The Lobster Zone, makes a similar 
machine that it says can be found 
in more than 20 U.S. states. 

The game has its critics. Playing 
with the creatures before sending 
them to their deaths rubs some 
people the wrong way. 

“Turning animal cruelty into a 
game is absolutely hideous,” said 
Karin Robertson of People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals. 

A restaurant in Pittsburgh 
removed its lobster game last week 
in response to PETA’s campaign 
against the machines, even though 
Paul Carrozzi, owner of Roland’s 
Seafood Grill, said he doesn’t agree 
the machine is inhumane. 

At Eight Corners Market, cus- 
tomers typically play the game 25 
to 30 times a day and catch about 
eight or so lobsters a week, said store 
owner Peter Walsh. 

“If somebody’s playing this 
game and someone else walks in 
the store, I guarantee they’ll play 
because they’ll see how fun it is,” 
Walsh said, clarke canfield (ap)

Local programs 
ready students for 
work as paramedics 

Anthony Mills spent the past 15 
years working in software and 
Web development. Then came the 
terrorist attacks of September 11, 
2001. Inspired by the emergency 
rescuers he saw on television, the 
42-year-old Herndon resident 
began taking classes with the aim 
of volunteering on an emergency 
response team. 

After a couple of calls. Mills real- 
ized it was something he wanted 
to do more than part-time, and 
he readjusted his schedule to go 
on ride-alongs with local emer- 
gency units. “You only run one or 
two calls before you’re hooked,” he 
said. Now, he’s a part-time stu- 


dent at Associates in Emergency 
Care, a specialized school based 
in Maryland, and hopes to soon 
get a full-time job as an emergen- 
cy medical technician. “The feeling 
you get when you walk away [from 
emergency care] is very different 
from the feeling you get when you 
design a Web site for somebody,” 
he said. 

Like Mills, many are spurred 
into the profession by the combi- 
nation of an adrenaline rush and 
altruism. The job of emergency 
medical technicians and paramed- 
ics — who are trained at a higher level 
than basic EMTs — can be challeng- 
ing with long, intense hours. But it’s 
rarely boring and can give people a 
sense of purpose not found in many 
other professions. There are a variety 
oftraining programs in the area, some 
of which don’t even charge tuition.

And emergency units are con- 
stantly looking for trained med- 
ics. 

Plagued by a high burnout rate 
and low starting pay, EMTs are in 
short supply. Bob Loftus, an offi- 
cer at the National Association of 
Emergency Medical Technicians, 
estimated that most EMTs last for 
about 10 years before moving on to 
less strenuous positions. 

“For a lot of people it just doesn’t 
turn out to what they thought it 
would be,” he said. “Part of it is 
the stress, but part of it is the pay 
scale.” 

The positive side of high turn- 
over, of course, is that many new 
jobs are opening up. The Bureau 
of Labor Statistics estimates that 
EMT and paramedic jobs will grow 
much faster than most careers in 
the next few years as baby boomers

age and are increasingly in need of 
emergency services. 

In addition, many rural areas 
need part-time medics, so those 
who don’t want to give up their day 


job can often volunteer in smaller 
communities. 

Though the base pay rate is low, 
there’s ample opportunity to earn 
more money, according to Gretchen 
Wills, a director at Associates in 
Emergency Care. In the D.C.-area, 
an entry-level EMT position will 
likely pay between $25,000 and 
$35,000, according to the University 
of Virginia’s EMT program based in 
Charlottesville. But, said Wills, well- 
trained medics can often land sign- 
ing bonuses, and “a lot of places have 
high overtime or holiday pay.” 

What’s important. Wills said, 
is being able to handle all aspects 
of the job. “You can’t have a weak 
stomach, that’s for sure.” 

Certainly, medics have to be 
able to deal with sick and dying 
people. When Mills started riding

in ambulances, he saw some 
gruesome scenes that were emo- 
tionally taxing. “I hadn’t been in 
the emergency room for a week 
before we had a patient who expired 
under my hands while I was doing 
CPR,” he said. 

Some states and counties regu- 
late EMT training and certification, 
though now many areas have adopt- 
ed national standards. (Virginia is 
an exception, and still has its own 
classification system.) Those stan- 
dards divide training into three lev- 
els: EMT-Basic, EMT-Intermediate 
and EMT-Paramedic. 


The general consensus is that 
a good medic (and thus one more 
likely to get a job) should com- 
plete at least the intermediate 
level of certification. Many area 
community colleges offer EMT 
training as an associate’s degree. 
In addition, some fire and rescue 
departments, including Loudoun 
County, Va., offer training to those 
who join the squad. There are also 
several private schools around 
the area, including Associates in 
Emergency Care and East Coast 
EMS Associates, that specialize 
in EMT and paramedic train- 
ing.

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call their state’s Department of 
Health Services to find out which 
programs are certified. Legitimate 
programs will be accredited by the 
state. An EMT-Basic course gener- 
ally requires a high- school diploma 
and CPR certification.

I provided a reference for a for- 
mer co-worker who did not get the 
job she was applying for. Her “thank 
you” note to me for providing the ref- 
erence was a nasty (and vulgar) rant 
about the company. She’s extreme- 
ly bitter she wasn’t hired. How does 
she expect to get a new job if that’s 
her attitude? I was a little shocked, 
and we’re not good friends so I’m sur- 
prised she sent me a note like that. 

I’m certainly not inclined to provide 
another reference. 

Uh, yeah. No more references for 
her. You can just drop it with this per- 
son. Or if you are inclined to help, tell 
her that you understand it’s tough, 
but there’s a lot of competition out 
there and a letter like that will get 
her nowhere. Fast. 

I’m the supervisor of a division com- 
prised of people who are very friendly 
outside of work. In the office, they are 
generally productive but a few times a 
day they’ll congregate for 15 to 20 min- 
utes and chat about personal things. I 
want to maintain a harmonious group 
but I sometimes wonder if there’s a lit- 
tle too much “down” time, especial- 
ly when things get backed up. Any 
thoughts on when water-cooler time 
gets to be too much? 

It gets to be too much when you 
notice a downturn in work, or you 
think they simply should get more 
work done. If this happens, speak to 
them individually that they need to 
pick up the pace a little. But having 
workers who are friendly with each 
other and chat during the day, don’t 
forget, is a great thing. They prob- 
ably have a better working relation- 
ship than lots of offices out there (just 
read this chat) which leads to higher 
productivity and more coordination 
and cooperation. 

I am interviewing for several jobs 
this week. A potential issue is that 
my wife and I have been planning an 
overseas trip for a couple of years. 
We plan on taking a two or three 
week trip to Europe in the summer. 
When I start getting of fers (hopeful- 
ly!) is it OK to tell them that a vaca- 


tion this summer is in the works, 
and I would like to take time off dur- 
ing that time? Or would it be wiser 
to postpone the vacation until I have 
had some time on the job? 

I don’t feel like two weeks is such 
a tall order. When it gets to negotia- 
tion time, throw that in there. Explain 
that this was a long time in the plan- 
ning and you would like to stick with 
it, will figure out a way to make it 
work, etc. But also give them an 
out. Explain that you know it would 
still be early in the job, and so if they 
need you to postpone it, that’s still a 
possibility. (Unless you already have 
the tickets.) 

I work with a guy who seems to be 
losing it. He tells the same stories 
day after day, makes fun of the same 
people for the same things. And now, 

I think he is totally out of control. 

The guy started a blog to make fun of 
his colleagues. His jokes aren’t even 
funny — that’s the worst part. What 
should I do? 

If he’s a friend of yours, you should 
pull him aside and have a *real* con- 
versation with him. It sounds like he 
needs some help. If he continues on 
this path, people aren’t going to want 
to work with him. He could also get 
himself fired. Save him from him- 
self if you can. 

I’ve just been offered a new job. The 
offer is contingent upon an in- per- 
son meeting with the program direc- 
tor in California. They want me to meet 
with him right away. However, they 
are being really cheap about the flight. 
They are asking me to take a flight 
with a four-hour layover in each direc- 
tion. They openly told me that they only 
use discount flights. I can only imag- 
ine what hotel I will be staying at. Is this 
a big red flag, or am I just not accus- 
tomed to the ways of business travel? 

Sounds like a bit of a red flag. A 
four-hour layover in each direction 
is the equivalent of an entire work- 
day. I’m sure there are other options, 
no? If nothing else, I would be a little 
put off that they wanted you to fly 
out, but they would inconvenience 
you greatly to do that. 

How should one address a co-worker 
who seems to lack boundaries and 
sees it as okay to commandeer 
office chairs and decorative art- 
work from other offices in order 
to better appoint his own? He 
claims that it all “belongs to the 
company,” meaning his behavior

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is somehow okay. This is not the 
acquisition of stuff from empty 
offices either — in some cases the 
victims were out on travel. 

Is this for real? That’s so over the 
top, it sounds like an episode from 
The Office. Unless this person has 
taken your chair or your artwork, 
leave it alone. If he has comman- 
deered your stuff, go talk to some- 
one — a manager, HR, etc. Or just 
take it back. Weird. 

My employer began complaining 
about my work immediately after 
a change in marital status. I was 
even told this was the reason for 
my “lack of attention to detail.” Is 
this discrimination or just someone 


being a jerk? 

It could be either. First, make 
sure your work ethic hasn’t changed. 
Then, if you’re starting to feel like 
it’s discrimination (which obviously, 
you do), begin documenting every- 
thing you’re doing and his respons- 
es to that. 

My husband is taking a job in 
California. My plan is to tell my 
employer about the move after 
we have a contract on the house. 

Is it okay to only give two to three 
weeks notice? 

Unless you’re in the midst of a 
very busy season and your work- 
place depends on you and won’t be 
able to find a replacement, two to 
three weeks is usually fine. If you 


are comfortable giving a little more 
notice (as in you are sure they won’t 
tell you to leave immediately) then 
go ahead and stretch it out as much 
as you can. 

Asking for a pay raise, but here’s 
the twist: The person’s work visa 
is connected to that job. So, in 
a sense, the negotiation is very 
unbalanced because the per- 
son doesn’t have the option to say 
“That raise isn’t enough for what 
I do, I am walking.” Any advice 
for a person who is taking up 
the responsibilities of two other 
employees with no corresponding 
raise in pay? 

This person, though they must 
tread lightly, should also just ask or 


request some sort of compensation 
for the heavily increased workload. 
Just because they are working with 
a visa doesn’t mean they should be 
sent into slave labor. 

This person needs to schedule a 
meeting with a supervisor, outline 
all the duties they have taken on 
and explain that they aren’t com- 
pensated for it, but would like to 
be, and think they have earned that 
pay increase. No need to threaten to 
walk, because the employer proba- 
bly knows they won’t. But the issue 
needs to be brought to the employ- 
ers’ attention. Sad. 

In March, I’m being asked to fill in 
for my boss while she’s on materni- 
ty leave for three months. Is it rea- 


sonable to expect a bonus for this 
added workload and responsibili- 
ties? 

Don’t ever expect anything. If 
you want it and think you’ve earned 
it, you should probably ask for it. 
A simple “will I be compensated 
for the extra work?” should suf- 
fice. Once you have your answer, 
on from there. 

What is an appropriate way to han- 
dle a woman at work who stares at 
me with a stern look? Whenever I 
see her in the hallway or the rest- 
room, she stands and stares. I’m 
ready to ask, “May I help you?” 

That seems adequate. But say 
it nicely. She may not realize she’s 
staring.

Local creative writing 
programs can help 
you hone your prose 

When Amina Hafiz enrolled in 
American University’s creative 
program, she didn’t expect the 
degree to help her move up the 
corporate ladder or land a high- 
paying job. “[I] took a M.F.A. to 
learn how to write a novel,” the 31- 
year- old California native said. 

And by that measure, Hafriz 
has been quite successful. She is 
putting the finishing touches on 
a novel about an alcoholic Los 
Angeles woman’s quest for sobri- 
ety and self-discovery and is cur- 
rently looking for a publisher for 
the book. “I got so much more 
than I really expected I would,” 
she said. 

Decades ago, an aspiring 
writer might have just wanted a 
room of their own. Today, howev- 
er, students of fiction and poetry 
are increasingly seeking academic 


degrees to help them polish their 
craft. And academic institutions 
have been meeting demand by 
creating dozens of new creative 
writing programs. 

Today, there are about twice as 
many creative writing Master of 
Fine Arts programs as there were 
in the early 1990s, and about seven 
times as many as there were in 
the mid-1970s, according to the 
Association of Writers and Writing 
Programs. In fact, each year as 
many as 3,000 students gradu- 
ate from M.F.A. programs with 
book-length manuscripts in hand. 
Each of the grads, of course, hopes 
that their novel or book of poems 
will get published and sit on book- 
shelves and night stands. 


Some increase in creative 
writing enrollment can simply 
be attributed to overall growth 
of universities and, by extension, 
graduate degrees. 

But AWP executive director 
David Fenza said that there has 
long been a “pent-up demand” for 
creative writing programs. It’s just 
taken a while for English depart- 
ments to catch up. 

“Departments of English pre- 
ferred their authors dead,” Fenza 
said, because critics and scholars 
“have more power when [writers] 
are entombed in anthologies.” In 
other words, literature professors 
and department heads were in no 
rush to develop budding writers

From Regent to Oxford to the White House and Beyond. 
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— the late greats suited them 
just fine. 

However, supply has started 
catching up with demand, giv- 
ing aspiring writers hundreds 
of programs to choose from. In 
the D.C. area, several universities 
offer graduate degrees in writing. 
A few private, non- degree -grant- 
ing schools such as the Writer’s 
Center in Bethesda also offer 
classes by published novelists 
and poets. 

Students in the University 
of Maryland’s Creative Writing 
M.F.A. program have up to 
three years to complete a 36- 
credit course load in either fic- 
tion or poetry writing. As part 
of the program, students take a 
combination of writing workshops 
and literary studies classes, such 
as Literary Criticism, Studies in 
Narrative, Poetic Form or Literary 
Research. 

“We dote on a lot of 
individual [s],” UMd program 
director Stanly Plumly said. “All 
the students have to be pushed, 
and we push them pretty hard.” 

George Mason University also 
prides itself on having a rigorous 
creative writing program. Students 
can choose from concentrations in 
fiction, poetry or creative non-fic- 
tion. “Before [a student’s writing] 
gets published, they’ve got to get it 
right,” Professor Alan Cheuse said. 
Typically, writing students will get 
feedback from teachers and fellow 
students during workshops. The 
writing is finished, Cheuse said, 
“when the work seems it can’t get 
any further.” 

Traditionally, creative writ- 
ing programs concentrated in 
fiction and poetry. But some 


schools also offer a non-fiction 
focus. For example, students in 
Johns Hopkins University’s cre- 
ative writing master’s program can 
specialize in science writing. This 
is a one -year program offered at 
the Dupont Circle campus. 

While all Washington-area 
graduate programs in creative 
writing might make similar claims 
about the quality and rigor of their 
offerings, schools vary widely and 
choosing a program which is best 
suited for your needs may be dif- 
ficult. But expert advice falls into 
a few main camps. 

“You really should not apply 
to a writing program until you

acquaint yourself with the pub- 
lished work of teachers in a pro- 
gram,” Fenza said. For a good fit, 
Fenza said, students don’t have to 
want to write exactly like their pro - 
fessor, but they should respect and 
admire his or her writing. 

“Otherwise, it’s going to be a 
long two or three years,” he said. 

William Miller, head of GMU’s 
program, agreed that applicants 
should look for programs with 
teachers they respect. But he 
added that most students tend 
to benefit from an eclectic fac- 
ulty. “The more diverse a facul- 
ty group is, the less homogeniz- 
ing a writing program will be,” 


Miller said. 

Aspiring writers should think 
twice before deciding to apply to 
a program, since they require 
considerable amounts of money 
(Johns Hopkins charges $2,l60 
per class) and time. 

Students should also spend 
some time polishing their writing 
samples before they apply because 
admission into a degree -granting 
program is usually highly compet- 
itive. GMU usually accepts less 
than 20 percent of applicants; 
UMd accepts 5 to ten percent of 
its applicants. 

Admissions panels at such 
schools are not only scrutiniz- 
ing writing samples for quality, 
but they also look to see if the 
work is compatible with their 
faculties’ expertise. Miller said. 
In other words, applicants must 
first show some potential. Then 
they have to demonstrate a writ- 
ing style that the program’s pro- 
fessors want to work with. 

While the majority of students 
in local programs are in their 
mid- to late -twenties, some stu- 
dents decided to pursue creative 
writing later in life. “I’ve gotten 
to a point where I really want to 
study the craft of writing,” sec- 
ond-year GMU student Jackie 
Walker said. 

Walker, 42, had been working 
on her creative writing for several 
years while she worked full time 
before she decided to go back to 
school part time. She said a big 
reason she’s pursuing a creative 
writing degree is that she’s part 
of a community of like-mind- 
ed writers and teachers. “Being 
in a program really allows you to 
study writing on a really deep level.”
